Her- 
ter called the Santiago docu- 
ments “among the most out- 
slanding papers in the history 
of inter-American coopera- 
tion,” and added that “the 
United States will do its part 
in translating them into ac- 
tion.” 

Chilean President Jorge 
Alessandri toid a news confer- 
ence he hoped the “results 
will be beneficial to the har- 
mony of the continent and dis- 
pel any shadow of conflict in 
the future.” 

The conference concluded 
with the signing of ali 21 Min- 
isters of the “final act,” which 
is a combination of all resolu- 
tions approved the previous 
day. Just what effect the con- 
ference will have, of course, is 
Jess clear than the high hopes 
generally expressed today. 

In the United States view, 
the conference was a success 
for two reasons. 


First, it avoided any butt 


minor verbal spats between 
the two chief antagonists here, 
Cuba and the Dominican Re- 
public.
